OBITUARIES 
William F. Thrall, 41, past 
president of the Grand Valley 
Chapter, AIA and former 
member of the AIA Historic 
Preservation Committee, died 
December 22 of cancer at his 
home in Grand Rapids. 

“The mark of a good architect 
is to be able to see a situation 
aesthetically and to be unfalter- 
ing in the desire to create 
something artistic and func- 
tional. His (Thrall’s) sense of 
public dedication to historic 
Preservation and the arts 
epitomizes the impact an ar- 
chitect can have on the com- 
munity.” 

These remarks were made by 
Don Fritz, AIA in connection 
with the recent showing, “A 
Perspective of Architecture,” at 
the Urban Institute for Contem- 
porary Art in Grand Rapids. A 
major portion of the show was 
devoted to Thrall’s work. 

Thrall graduated magna cum 
laude from the University of 
Notre Dame and studied ar- 
chitectural history at Columbia. 
He served as secretary of the 
Arts Council of Greater Grand 
Rapids and was on the board of 
directors of the Kendall School 
of Design and the Dyer-lves 
Foundation. 

Don Steenwyk, senior partner 
of Steenwyk and Thrall- 
Architects, called him," ... one 
of the few architects who was 


also a good artist and had a 
real sympathy for old, historic 
structures. He was dedicated 
100 percent.” 

He is survived by his wife 
Joan; children Steve, Patty, 
Michael and Jennifer; two 
brothers, Thomas of Adrian and 
Steve of Grand Rapids; a sister, 
Keasha Moore of Rockford and 
parents, Frank and Elizabeth 
Thrall of Grand Rapids.

This quarter 
century saw the creation of an 
independent School of Architec- 
ture from its beginning as a part 
of the School of Engineering. “It 
was really through Fr. Green's 
vision and effort that the School 
of Architecture was formed and 
gained its place of national 
prominence,” said the Rev. 
Malcolm Carron, S.J. 

Bruno Leon, FAIA, Dean of 
the School or Architecture, 
termed the death, “a great loss 
of a truly caring and talented 
man.” 

At a testimonial dinner last 
year, Fr. Green was presented 
with a special alumni award, 
recognized with a scholarship 
program and had the exhibit 
hall in the U of D Architecture 
building named in his honor. 
“Nearly 90% of our architecture 
alumni attended the dinner,” 
Leon said, “and that’s probably 
the best indication of the re- 
spect held for Fr. Green.” 

He is survived by a brother, 
Francis A., of Kent, Ohio and a 
sister, Mrs. A. Murray Swanson 
of Tucson, Arizona. 

Frederick G. Strauss, AIA, 
(E), 85, dies December 12 in 
the Allen Park Nursing Home. 
He was with Smith, Hinchman & 
Grylls & Associates for 46 
years. 


Strauss worked on the con- 
struction of the Stephens T. 
Mason building in Lansing,
